Washington—President Roosevelt 


has made a curious appraisal of the 
intelligence of the people of 
the 


state of Kentucky. It amounts to a 
belief not only that the Kentucki- 
ans do not have 
the 
perception 


to tell the dif-

6 next, but that 
people in other

accept the explanation of Mr. Roo- 
sevelt as to his indifference to the 
outcome of the primaries. 


The exact words of the president, 


as officially reported from Coving- 
ton, Kentucky, are worth examin- 
ing for the light they throw on the 
strange process of reasoning which 
Mr. Roosevelt feels he can employ 
on the people of Kentucky: 


"You are having a primary cam- 


paign for the choice of the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the 
United 


States senate. Both candidates are 
men of ability. Both are represen- 
tative Kentuckians. I want to make 
it definite and clear to you that I 
am not interested in 
any 
shape, 


manner or form in 
the 
primary 


campaign in Kentucky. 
I do not 


reside in this state—you do. You 
have the absolute right to vote for 
any candidate in accoidance with 
the dictates of your conscience. No 
outside source ought to drag on 
you." 


Plain Enough 


That's plain enough and definite 


enough. And if Mr. Roosevelt had 
stopped there, everybody with in- 
telligence in Kentucky would have 
understood him. But he didn't stop 
at that point. The very next sen- 
tence begins with the word "never- 
theless," and what follows directly 
contradicts what preceded. 
Here 


is the way the president phrases it, 
in the hope perhaps that Kentucki- 
ans will be so swayed by emotion 
or the presidential presence as to 
forget the meaning of the words al- 
ready spoken and remember only 
this part of the speech: 


"Nevertheless, I have a clear right 


to tell you certain facts, etc.," after 
which Mr. Roosevelt proceeded to 
praise Senator Barkley, emphasize j 
the senior senator's "experience in 
all of our national problems." Mr. 
Roosevelt spoke pointedly of 
Mr. 


Berkley's part in drafting legisla- 
tion and his "liberal outlook" and 
of the major part he has taken m 
making "the actual policies of these 
past six years." 


Not content with praising Sena- 


tor Barkley, 
the 
president 
then 


went on to disparage his rival. Gov- 
ernor Chandler, by 
pointing out 


that, "as a very junior member of 
the senate, it would take him many, I 
years to match the national knowl-! 
edge, the experience and the ac-' 
knowledgel leadership in the affairs > 
of our nation of that son of Ken-1 
tucky of whom the whole nation is 
proud, Alben Barkley " 


Supposed to Forget 


After reading the foregoing, the 


supposedly unintelligent people of 
the state of Kentuckv are supposed 
to forget that they heard only a few 
minutes before from the lips of the 


president of the United States, a 
man twice elected to this high of- 
fice, words such as these: 


"I want to make it definite and 


clear to you that I am not interested 
in any shape, manner or form in 
the primary campaign in Kentuc- 
ky." 


It's quite possible, of course, that 


the people of Kentucky are back- 
ward in intelligence 
and cannot 


perceive the contradition, but it 
will take a good deal of convincing 
to make the people of the rest of 
the United States think so. Most ev- 
erybody outside of Kentucky feels 
that that state is one of the best in 
the south, even though the statis- 
tics do show that there are thirty- 
six other states in the union with a 
lower percentage of illiteracy than 
Kentucky has. Maybe the president 
figures that, in a state which ranks 
twelfth in illiteracy, the newspa- 
pers—which he is so fond of de- 
nouncing—cannot be read anyhow 
by a large number of people, and 
that the radio can reach them. 


Appeal To Emotions 


Whether or not the president con- 


sulted these statistics, he certainly 
delivered a speech which 
people 


who can read and write will have 
much difficulty in calling an appeal 
to intelligence. It may properly be 
called an appeal to the emotions as 
well as an appeal to ignorance. 


If Kentucky alone were concern- 


ed, it would not matter. Whether 
the Chandlers or the Barkleys come 
to the senate is of small moment. 
But what is of importance is that a 
president of the United States ex- 
pects the American people to credit 
all his statements on public policy 
and complex questions of fact 
in 


national problems when he taxes 
their credulity with the type of of 
political bunkum issued by him at 
Covington, Kentucky. As the "head 
of the Democratic narty," Mr. Roo- 
sevelt for the moment has asked the 
people to forget he is also the presi- 
dent of the United States. It is quite 
possible that, some day, if this type 
of speech is repeated, the Amer- 
ican people will indeed comply with 
his wish.

In general, those who take the 


Eden view hold that since Germany 
cannot now afford to wage a long 
war, the only safe course is to re- 
sist now and to iclUiC concessions 
in Spain and Czechoslovakia which 
would enable Germany to wage a 
long war. They say in effect that 
the policy of concessions is a pol- 
icy which is making Germany so 
formidable that no one will be 
able to deal with her. The others 
say that the risks of war are already 
so great that they can:>ot be taken, 
that more time is needed for a re- 
armament, that a war postponed, 
no matter how and no matter at 
what price, may be a war averted. 
Where so much depends on the will 
and on the life of two mortal men, 
time might, they argue, bring a so-

Mix Directs Rescue as 


Gale Sends Tent Down 


On His Circus Crowd

Neenah — Thousands of youngs- 


ters have been thrilled by the res- 
cues statged on the screen by the 
movie's No. 1 cowboy hero, 
the

tures, but Sunday night Mix wasn't 
acting when he led rescue parties 
under a collapsed tent to rescue the 
injured when the "big top" of his 
circus was blown down by a sudden 
gate during a performance at Lau- 
daii park.

After those who weren't 
injured had emerged, Mix immedi- 
ately organized a crew of his work- 
ers and entered the fallen tent. He 
rescued Willard Drummond, who 
was in the liggings when the tent 
was blown over. The rigger had 
both arms broken, dislocated fing- 
ers and head injuries.

was no panic. He commented favor- 
ably on the way the people con- 
ducted themselves while emerging 
from the deflated "big top." 


When the storm struck, Mix rush- 


ed into the tent, but he didn't get 
very far. The crowd poured out of 
the main entrance, knocking the 
cowboy down. 
He got his spurs 


tangled in pieces of canvas and 
ropes, but he kicked himself loose 
and continued in to the tent. - 


"In all the years that I have been 


with a circus, this is only the sec- 
ond time that a tent has been 
blown down," the cowbody remin- 
isced. 
The first time was four 


yc-ars ago in Jacksonville. 111. There 
was no one in the tent at the time 
and little damage was done. 


Elephant Helps 


Babe, the gnarled old elephant 


with the circus, is an old hand at 
rescue and restoration work follow- 
ing an accident, and last night, the 
pacyderm was herded around the 
lot. moving those long tent poles 
end pushing carts without apparent 
effort. 


This was Babe's second mishap. 


She was in the one at Jacksonville. 
When the tent fell. Babe was tied 
to a truck. 
A transformer above 


the behemoth broke and the ele- 
phant was shocked by a spark of 
electricity. 
She moved away from 


the spot, toxving thc truck with her. 


"We arc doing everything to save 


Freddie." 
the 
$1,200 trick horse 


which was injured when a pole 
fell on its back, Mix said. 
Freddie 


and 13 other horses were perform- 
ing in the ring when the accident 
occurred.

A couple 
of broken arms, I guess." 


Drummond's job is to stay in the 


riggings in the top of the tent while 
the show is in progress.

Drummond 
was 


wedged between poles, ropes and 
canvas. 
He didn't 
fall 
to

ground, however. 
As thc tent col- 


lapsed, he was lowered.

Without the double, 
South's one s-pade bid would have 
been ar> absolute force and. as <^uch. 
strong enough for his holding. When 
the double caiie. however. South 
was in the anomalous position of 
holding a strong hand but one to- 
tally imsuited to a heart contract. 
South could not afford to pass be- 
cause. for all he knew. West might 
do likewise and North, not dream- 
ing that South was void of hearts 
might well figure that one heart 
doubled was as good as any other 
contract.

Doing !he some thing ?t the same time daily sets the habits of the 


body. 
Properly trained, the body will take over the habits of eating 


drinking, sleeping, eliminating at certain fixed 
hours, provided those 


hours are set by the clock.

child, and I am praying that this 
generation of mothers will con- 
sider gravely the mental health of 
their children.

regain 
We know 
that 


certain influences are bad for the 


mental health of a child. Fear is 
one of the worst. So do your best 
not to frighten the baby. No loud 
noises, no 
shouting, no 
unusual 


experience* 
Any emotional shock 


anything that upsets the baby is 
bad. very bad. Avoid 
it. 
Keep 


the baby on an even keel of living 
and you will piotect his mental 
and physical health 
You will in- 


sure his growth and 
his 
future 


success. 


Following the schedule as set 


by the clock us one of 
the 
best 


ways of saving the baby from the 
unexpected. Carefully write down 
the orders of the doctor and the 
nurse: ask their help in 
setting 


the schedule: and then 
follow 
it 


as you would the Commandments.

But there are other people 
who have no facility whatever for 
domesticity, who would mess up 
any marriage- and fight with Romeo 
or Patient Gnselda. There are plen-

anderers. There are many men who 
know in their souls that they can 
never be true to any one woman.

straight inner line which keeps the 
big toe straight 
and prevents a 


bunion from forming. It should be 
wide 
enough to give your" toes 


ample room for gripping when you 
walk, and the heel should allow 
good posture as well as comfort. 
Learn whether you should wear a 
long vamp shoe or a short vamp 
shoe. Choose a model with strong 
arch support and don't let style or 
color influence your purchase. Just 


any shoe which is pretty, is the 
wrong philosophy—in fact that is 
flirting with ruined health. 


For general wear, I advocate a 


heel no higher than one and three 
quarters inches. The pretties, with 
heels three inches or more, should 
be kept for times when you are not 
depending upon your feet to get 
you there!

offender to foot beauty.

was wrecked 
in Montana 


while running over a bridge which 
was weakened by rushing waters. 
As a result, more than two score 
persons were killed.

articles described that event, and 
made us feel sorry for those who 
met 
their 
doom in that unusual 


Some little foib are scalded in this 


way. 
There is another 
kind 
of 
ac- 


cident which we do not hear so 
much about — the home accident. 
Here 
and 
there, in the country 


and 
in 
the city, a burn, a fall 


or 
some 
other 
unhappy event 


brings death. 
Usually it happens 


to only one person at a time. There 
may be an item in the local pa- 
per, but that is all — unless the 
accident 
has 
happened to some 


famous man. woman or child. 


Tf 
newspapers 
gathered 
facts 


about all home accidents on our 
continent, and added 
them 
to- 


gether, we might have headlines 
like this "77 Persons Die in Home 
Accidents" or "144 Persons. Die 
in Home Accidents." 


Judging 
by 
records 
of 
past 


years, about 2.100 men. women 
and children have died in home 
accidents in the United States and 
Canada since that railway acci- 
dent 
in 
Montana. The 
number 


runs to an average of just about 
100 per day! 


Last year, burns and scalds took 


the lives of about 6.000 persons 
in the United States and Canada. 
Many thousands more were burn- 
ed or scalded, but did not die. 


Close to one-third of those in- 


jured were children four years of 
age or less. 
They upset (or fell 


into) buckets of hot water. 
They 


pulled pans or kettles of boiling 
water on themselves from a stove. 
They tugged at a table-cloth and 
brought down a coffee pot. They 
played with matches, or did some- 
thing else to cause a fire. 


Little ones suffer 
most 
often, 


but boys and girls of all ages, also 
men and women, die from burns 
and scalds. Here are a few safe- 
ty rules I hope you will remem- 
ber: 


All 
boiling 
of food or water 


should be done on the BACK of 
the stove. 


Never place a bucket or tub of 


hot water on the floor where any- 
one would be likely to stumble 
against it. 


Never leave a pot of hot coffee. 


tea or cocoa 
where a tot might 


pull it down upon himself. 


The 
safest 
home matches are 


safety matches 
in 
small oblong 


boxes, with no easy way of light- 
ing them except on a side of the 
box. 
Knawing mice or rats can- 


not ignite such matches. 


Never use kerosene or gasoline 


to start a fire! 


Never keep oily rags around the 


house. Destroy them.
